The Australian Education Data Base which is produced by the Library and 
Information Services Unit of the Australian Council for Educational Research 
provides computer access to Australian generated information both in 
published and unpublished forms. 

In 1978, a small experimental file was developed from the records of the 
Australian Education Index using the facilities for AUSINET at ACI Computer 
Services, Clayton, Victoria. The format of entry and style of subject 
_indexing were based on the systems used for the ERIC (Educational Resources 
Information Center) data bases in the United States. From 1979, the data 
base was updated quarterly with all records from the hard copy Index. In 
1980, it was decided that the data base would be extended whenever possible 
to include other files in order to provide a comprehensive coverage of 
educational information, for example, in 1980 the small file of. the 
bibliography ‘Initiatives in technical and further education vol. 1, no. 1, 
1980' by the National TAFE Clearinghouse was incorporated. In addition, 
input from New Zealand is being considered. 

The diversit# of files in the data base perhaps develops problems of 
content clarity but with careful guidance to the users, it is hoped that the 
additional records will provide a realistic coverage of documents in

3 LITERATURE SOURCES 


ACER scans regularly 198 periodicals as well as numerous books, research 
reports and conference proceedings each year. Various kinds of documents are 
chosen for inclusion: original research, reviews, surveys, discussions, 
theories, conference reports, case studies, classroom materials, tests and 
parliamentary debates. 

During 1981, the majority of documents fell into the broad categories of 
periodical articles, monographs, research reports and conference papers. The 


percentages of coverage for the year are shown in the following figure:

4 SUBJECT COVERAGE 7 


AEI attempts to cover Australia's literature in education and related 
disciplines. Education is interpreted in the widest sense and information 
concerned with all areas and all levels of education, teaching and training 
is included.

‘ issues of AEI, documents published in earlier years may be included. Each 
volume of AEI may contain records for documents with imprint dates of the 
previous two years and which come to hand during that year. So the data base 
may contain items with imprint dates 1977 to date. 

It is intended that the facilities for compiling the fied copy AEI may 

| be used to produce future specialist indexes and bibliographies. These files 

| will with all probability contain items with earlier imprint dates. _ These 
files can be incorporated into the data base to enhance the coverage of the 


file. In these casea, documentation will be provided to advise users.
